South Australian Economic Indicators is a monthly publication which contains the latest available data at the time 
of preparation for a range of statistical series that have been identified as indicators of economic activity in this 
State. In a number of cases the figures presented are preliminary and subject to revision in subsequent issues. 


Written and graphic commentary have been included for many of the selected series and analysis has been 
augmented with the calculation of the percentage change from the previous reference period together with the 
presentation of comparative Australian data. Time series information has been included to provide a historical 
perspective on many of the selected indicators. Future issues may be expanded to include further historical data in 
response to expressed user necds. This product is under continuous review and any suggestions for enhancement 
will be welcomed. 


New tables containing additional Labour Force data have been included in this issue. They provide a subset of the 
data previously published in Labour Force, South Australia (6201.4) which has been discontinued. 


More detailed information on each series (including explanatory and (echnical notes) can be obtained from other 
Australian Burcau of Statistics publications or alternative data sourcés. To assist those seeking further information 
a source publication for each of the series has been documented in the statistical summary. 


This issue includes a special article entitled Forecasting House Building Commencements.. Future issues will 
contain further articles on statistical topics which concentrate on longer term trends or other issues pertinent to the 
South Ausiralian economy.

Overview 


State Accounts 


Gross Stafe Product 


Over the year to June, the rate of growth of Gross State Product (GSP) in 
South Australia was 5.1%, slightly below the national average of 5.5%, 
The peor performance of private investment contained the overall 
prowth rate of GSP. 


* Overseas exports of South Australian produccd commodities during the 
month of July were valued at $267.3 million, 17.2% below the level for 
June while overseas imports into South Australia were valued at $254.3 
million, 6.0% above the level for the previous month. 


« The trend estimate for July 1994 retail sales for South Australia was 
0.4% above the June figure. This continued the upward movement 
evident since May. 


« The provisional trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations in 
August 1994 feli 0.5% from the July figure, flattening out the upward 
movement evident for the previous 9 months. 


+ Takings from accommodation in hotels, motels and gucst houses with 
facilities increased 6.9% during 1993-94, although the number of guest 
rooms available during the year fell. 


+ In 1993-94 prices of established houses in Adelaide fell 0.9% from the 
previous financial ycar, while nationally prices rose 2.9%. 


The trend unemployment rate for South Australia has remained at 10.6% 
while the trend rate for Australia decreased to 9.5%. 


Total housing finance commitments for owner occupied dwellings 
decreased during the month of July to $285.0 million down from $338.5 
million in Fume. 


The June quarter growth in Gross State Product (GSP) (trend estimates 
expressed in current prices) was 1.3%, slightly below Gross Domestic 
Product for Australia which rose by 1.5% for the corresponding period. 


Over the year to June, the rate of growth was 5.1%, slighlly below the 
national average of 5.5%, 


Increases in wages, salaries and supplements (1.6%) and indirect taxes less 
subsidies (1.5%) have contributed to the growth in GSP for the June quarter 
1994, 


The gross operating surplus component of GSP increased by 1.0%, a lower 
rate of growth than for the preceding two quarters. The public trading 
enterprise sector contributed to the slowing growth rates for gross operating 
surplus. Partially offsetting this were the mining and manufacturing 
indicators which showed an increased rate of growth in the June quarter. 


State Final Demand 


GROSS STATE PRODUCT - TREND 
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State Final Demand (irend estimates in 1989-90 prices} increased 0.6% 
during the June quarter, approximately half the Australian average of 1.4%. 
The poor performance of private investment contained the overall growth 
rate of GSP. 


Private capital expenditure declined 2.4% in the June quarter reaching the 
lowest level since September quarter 1984. All components of private 
capilal expenditure declined in the June quarter except real estate expenses 
which remained constant. 


Privaie final consumption expenditure and public capital expenditure 
increased by modest rates of 0.4% and 0.7% respectively, in the June 
quarter. 


The growth rate of government final consumption rose strongly by 3.1%. 
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International Accounts 


Exports 


Overseas exports of South Australian produced commodities during the 
month of July were valued at $267.3 million, 17.2% below the level for 
Junc. Road vehicles, parts and accessories constituted 10.3%, metals and 
metal manufactures 10.2%; cercals and cereal preparations 9.0%; and woot 
and sheepskins, 7.8%. 


Exports to Japan accounted for 18.3% of the total during July, followed by 
New Zealand (14.6%) and the United States (13.3%).

Overseas imports into South Australia during July (compiled from import 
documents lodged in South Australia) were valued at $254.3 million, 6.0% 
above the level for the previous month. Road vehicles, parts and accessories 
constituted 27.2%; machinery 20.9%: petroleum and petroleum producis, 
15.0%, and chemicals 6.0% of total imports.

Trend estimates indicate that retail sales for South Australia have shown an 
increase of 0.4% in July 1994 compared with an Australian rate of 0.5%. 
The South Australian trend estimate has shown moderate growth over the 
last two months after being in decline in the early part of 1994. The retail 
turnover estimate in original terms for South Australia was $640.2 million 
for July an increase of 1.0% on the June level of $628.2 million. In 
seasonally adjusted constant price terms the estimate for the June quarter 
1994 rose by 2% from the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 


RETAIL TURNOVER 
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The provisional trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations in August 
1994 fell 0.5% from the July figure, flattening out the upward movement 
evident for the previous 9 months. The seasonally adjusted cstimate for 
August 1994 fell by 127.2% from July 1994 and 7.8% from August 1993. In 
original terms there were 3,383 new motor vehicles registered in August 
1994, 0.3% less than July 1994 and 4.7% less than August 1993. For new 
passenger vehicles only, the leading makes registered in August 1994 were 
Holden (844 vchicles}, Mitsubishi (510), Ford (456), Toyota (359) and 
Nissan (103).

NEW MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS 
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When the June quarter 1994 is compared with the June quarter 1993, rooms 
available in hotels, motels and guesthouses in South Australia decreased by 
0.3%. However, the overall room occupancy rate rose from 46.2% to 
47.4%, ranging from 25.7% for one star rated establishments to 61.8% for 
four star rated establishments. Regional room occupancy rates ranged from 
53.1% for the Adelaide Statistical Division to 33.2% for the Eyre Stalistical 
Division. Takings from accommodation increased by 4.4% to $32.5m with 
average takings per room night occupied rising from $70 to $71. 


Private new capital expenditure in South Australia for the March quarter 
1994 was $341.7 million, a increase of 3.9% from the previous quarter. 
New buildings and structures accounted for $114.4 million while equipment, 
plant and machinery amounted to $227.3 million. In the December quarter 
1993 survey, businesses provided expectations of new capital expenditure for 
the six months to June 1994. By adding the estimate to actual expenditure 
incurred in the Septcmber and December quarters of 1993, estimates for the 
1993-94 financial year have been compiled. These estimates provide a good 
indication of the likely outcome for the year. The expected new capital 
expenditure for 1993-94 is $1,529 million, compared with actual 
expenditure in 1992-93 of $1,513 million.

With the inclusion of the July 1994 estimate, the trend series for total 
dwelling units approved in South Australia continued the upward movement 
evident since January 1994, although the rate of improvement is gradually 
diminishing. Despite being 0.2% higher than the preceding month the July 
1994 trend estimate was 3.8% below the level of July 1993. The original 
(unadjusted) number of dwellings approved in July (955) was down sharply 
from the 10 month high recorded in June and was more than 16% below 
July 1993. At the Australian level the total number of dwelling units 
approved has displayed a similar trend of continued growth to July 1994, but 
the rate of growth has slowed considerably from May onward. 


With the release of the March quarter 1994 Building Activity data the South 
Australian estimate of dwelling units commenced in the quarter has been 
adjusted to 2,549 (preliminary estimates were 2,556). The Australian 
estimate has been revised upward slightly to 40,864 but this still represents 
an 8.1% fall from the December level. During the March quarter most 
States experienced reductions in the number of houses commenced and 
while there was an increase in the number of other residential units 
commenced in some States (ACT, Victoria, SA and WA), it was not enough 
to stop an overall decline in commencements being recorded. 


There was $33.4 million of non-residential work approved in July 1994, 
6.7% more than that approved in the previous month (which in turn was 
equal to the average amount approved in each of the past 12 months). The 
amount of non-residential work approved throughout Australia in July was 
$593.6 million. In the absence of single projects of the scale approved in 
June, this is a return to the magnitude experienced for much of 1993-94. 
The South Australian share of national non-residential approvals 
subsequently increased to 5.6% for July. 


The total value of building work commenced during the March quarter 1994 
was $312.0 million in South Australia and $6,520.9 million Australia-wide. 
Both valucs are lower than in the previous quarter. Similarly the value of 
building work done fell in the March quarter, with the South Australian 
estimate of $328.6 million 13.3% and the Australian figute of $5,842.8 
million 13.9% lower than in the December quarter. The value of work yet to 
be done on jobs under constriction at the end of the quarter in South 
Australia was $336.9 million while $8,631.0 million was outstanding 
nationally. 


The March quarter 1994 estimate for the value of cnginecring construction 
work done in South Australia was $179.2 million, a decrease of 4.6% from 
the revised December estimate of $187.8 million. The Australian estimate 
also fell slightly, by 0.5% to $3,006.4 million. In South Australia the 
greatest movements between the quarters were recorded in the roads, 
highways and subdivisions category (from $61.7 million in December to 
$72.0 million in March} and in the heavy industry (oil, gas etc.) category 
which fell from $17.3 million to $9.2 million in the March quarter. 


In the June quarter 1994 the all groups Consumer Price Index (CPI) for 
Adelaide rose 0.7%, resulting in an annual increase of 1.9%. Nationally 
prices also rose 0.7% for the quarter and 1.7% on an annual basis. 


In Adelaide the price of potatoes in the June quarter increased from the 
March quarter by 6.8% to 63c per kg, however they were still 24.1% 
cheaper than the corresponding period last year. At $1.66 per dozen the 
price of 55g eggs dropped 7.8% from June quarter 1993 to June quarter 
1994. While the price of a 2 kg pack of sugar fell only by 3.2% from 
March to June this year, the June quarter price was in fact the same as it was 
in the June quarter of 1991. Wine prices increased by 7.0% over the past 
year and cigarettes and tobacco reflected an 11.7% jump. At the sane time 
the price of leaded (super grade) automotive fuel has shown a modest 
increase of 0.4%; however, it is expected that this will nse more noticeably 
next quarter when the additional excise on leaded petrol takes effect. 


House Building Materials Prices of house building materials in Adelaide increased markedly during 
1993-94. Compared with a rise of 4.8% nationally, Adelaide recorded an 
increase of 10.2%, the highest of all the State capitals and well above that of 
Melbourne, Canberra and Sydney (6.0%, 5.1% and 4.2% respectively).

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Non-house Building Materials During 1993-94 prices of materials used in building other than house 
building rose 2.7% from the previous financial year. This was the highest 
increase of any Statc capital and well above the weighted average of the six 
State capital cities (1.4%). 


Significant contributors to the increase were structural timber (39.1%), 
ready mixed concrete (11.8%) and remforcing steel bar, fabric and mesh 
(3.0%). Falls were recorded against non-ferrous pipes and fillings (6.6%), 
paint and other coatings (1.8%) and carpet (1.3%). 
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House Prices In 1993-94 prices of establishcd houses in Adelaide fell 0.9% from the 


previous financial year, while nationally prices rose 2.9%. Adelaide was 
the only capital city to record a fall during this period. Prices for project 
homes rose 5.7 % im Adelaide in 1993-94, while nationally prices rose 
2.7%. Only Darwin (6.5%) experienced a higher rise.

The estimated resident population of South Australia increased by 2,040 
persons duting the March quarter 1994 to 1,468,563. The largest 
component was natural increase which accounted for 2,286 persons, while 
the net interstate migration outflow of 1,290 persons was partially offset by a 
net gain from overseas migration of 1,044 persons. 


Interstate departures from South Australia amounted to 8,590 persons, 2,566 
(29.9%) of whom moved to Queensland. Interstate arrrvals were 7,300 in 
the March quarter, with 1,982 persons (27.2%) coming from Victoria, 


The underlying trend cstimate for employed persons in South Australia has 
been increasing over the past 5 months. The Aupust 1994 estimate 
(647,500) is 11,300 more than the level of 12 months ago. 


The underlying trend estimate of employed persons in Australia has been 
increasing since February 1993, reaching 7,941,900 in August 1994. The 
full-time employment estimate has increased by 2.6% in the past 12 months.

The trend unemployment rate for South Australia has remained at 10.6% for 
the past two months. For the same period, the trend unemployment rates for 
males and females have remained at 10.8% and 10.3% respectively. 


In August 1994, the trend estimate of the unemployment rate for Australia 
decreased to 9.5%, continuing a downward movement evident since October 
1993.

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The proportion of employees who worked overtime in South Australia in 
May 1994 was 17.3%, compared with 16.9% in May 1993. 


There were 500 days lost through industrial disputes in South Australia 
from May 1994 to June 1994. At only 1.8% of the national total, South 
Australia has experienced a relatively low level of disputation over this 
period. 


In the 12 month period to June 1994, 16,600 working days were lost through 
industrial disputation in South Australia. 
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Short-term visilor arrivals to South Australia in Junc 1994 fell 1.8% from 
ihe May 1994 figure to a total of 3,398 but this was 7.3% above the June 
1993 total. 


Total short-term visitor arrivals to Australia in June 1994 numbered 
230,936. This was 7.4% above the previous month and 12.9% higher than 
in June 1993. The trend estimate for arrivals of overseas visilors in June 
1994 was 0.3% higher than in May 1994. An increase of 1.6% in the 
seasonally adjusted figure for July 1994 is required for the current rate of 
prowth in the trend to continuc. 


The State or Territory of stay of overseas visilors is determined from the 
intended address reported on arriva! in Australian ports and airports. A 
short-term visit is any intended length of stay of less than 12 months. 


Short-term departures of South Australian residents in June 1994 increased 
17.8% from May to 10,632 and were 2.9% fewer than in June 1993.

Departures of Australian residents in June 1994 rose to 228,797. an increase 
of 24.0% from May 1994 and 4.8% above the June 1993 figure. The trend 
estimate for June 1994 rose 0.3% compared with May 1994, continuing the 
pattern of small increases evident since October 1993.

Financial Markets 


Average weckly ordinary time carnings of adult full-time employees in 
South Australia increased (from $597.30 in February 1994) to $599.80 in 
May 1994. Male full-time ordinary time earnings increased to $622.90 in 
May 1994, compared with $619.90 for the previous quarter. The comparable 
level for females was $551.40 in May 1994, up from $548.80 in the previous 
quarter. 


Average weekly total carnings for all employees in South Australia 
amounted te $504.80, down from $512.80 for the previous quarter. 


Since it is an average of earnings across all employees, changes in average 
weekly earnings may occur through changes in employment as well as 
changes in pay levels. 


Over the 12 months to July 1994, the weckly award rates of pay index for 
full-time adult employces in South Australia increased by 1.3%. 


The largest annual movement of the index for full-time adult male 
employees occurred in the construction and wholesale and retail trade 
industries, with a 3.3% imerease since July 1993. For the corresponding 
group of females, wholesale and retait trade and manufacturing were the 
most prominent, with a 2.2% increase between July 1993 and July 1994,

SECURED HOUSING FINANCE COMMITMENTS TO INDIVIDUALS 
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This fall was due to a significant decrease in financing commitments for the 
purchase of established dwellings. This component of total housing finance 
was down $41.8 million (19.7%) to $170.6 million in July 1994. Financing 
commitments for both construction of dwellings and purchase of newly 
erected dwellings fell from $55.3 million to $52.0 million and $18.7 million 
to $13.0 million respectively,

In July 1994, total personal finance commitmenis equalled $156.8 million. 
This was a decrease of $10.3 million (6.2%) from June 1994, 


Personal finance commitments under total fixed Joan commitments 
decreased $6.1 million (5.0%) to $116.7 million in July 1994. Of the main 
components of this category, used motor cars and station wagons decreased 
by $0.6 million to $36.7 million and refinancing fell $1.1 million (4.4%) to 
24.7 million. 


Personal finance commitments under revolving credit commitments fell by 
$4.2 million (9.5%). Fixed loan commitments fell by $6.1 million (5.0%). 


Total commercial finance commitments made by significant lenders 
decreased in July to $440.2 mitlion from the revised total for June of $595.3 
million. This decrease was recorded for both commitments under fixed loan 
facililies and commilments under revolving credit facilities. 


In July 1994 commercial finance commitments under fixed loan facilities 
were down $57.4 million (17.3%) from the June 1994 figure. The most 
significant decreases were recorded for the finance, investment and 
insurance industry down $12.6 million (48.8%) and wholesale trade down 
$12.2 million 32.4%). 


Commercial finance commitments under revolving credit facilities 
decreased significantly to $165.4 million in July 1994 from the revised 
figure of $263.2 million in June. The biggest decreases were in 
‘manufacturing’ (down $118.6 million} and finance, investment and 
insurance (down $16.3 million). Despite the decreases in these aggregates 
they are higher than in the previous month. 


COMMERCIAL FINANCE COMMITMENTS 
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The value of goods under new lease finance commitments totalled $26.5 
nullion in July 1994. This was a decrease of $9.7 million (26.7%) from the 
June 1994 revised figure of $36.1 million. This is still $3.6 million 
(15.7%) above July 1993. 


The category tolal motor vehicles decreased by $2.4 million (10.9%) to 
$19.7 million in July 1994. Lease finance commitments for electronic data 
processing equipment fell back by $2.0 million and construction and 
earthmoving equipment fell by $2.4 million. The other major decreases 
were for office machines down $1.5 million and agricultural machimery and 
equipment down by $0.8 million but still above the July 1993 figure.

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Forecasting House Building Commencements 


Introduction 


The building industry is an important indicator of the 
level of economic activity and is monitored closely by 
commentators. Over the last 3 years the Australian house 
building industry has seen solid growth, fuelled by factors 
such as a backlog of demand from owner occupiers 
together with buyer confidence and capacity which are a 
reflection of relatively low interest rates and high 
affordability. 


In recent months a number of commentators have been 
waming of an imminent shakeout in the house building 
industry, expressing increasing concern at the high level 
of supply of new houses. They argue that the backlog of 
demand from owner occupiers has been absorbed and that 
it is investors and speculators as well as government 
incentive schemes that have been driving the more recent 
demand for housing . Low immigration and a low rate of 
household formation brought about by various societal 
factors such as high unemployment and later marriage 
have lowered the underlying level of owner occupier 
demand. 


The question arises whether the more recent downward 
pressures on demand including higher interest rates (or 
fears of rises) and low inflation (reducing the tax 
advantages of investment housing} more than counteract 
upward pressures, including that of rising employment. 
In South Australia the Indicative Planning Council for the 
Housing Industry forecast (in its April 1994 Short-term 
Prospects Report) a significant fall of 16% in the number 
of private sector housing commencements for the current 
financial year, 


With so many conflicting elements determining final 
demand for housing, it would seem that any simple aid to 
forecasting actual house building commencements would 
be a useful tool. 


Sources of ABS data 


The ABS produces a number of monthly and quarterly 
statistics which assist in monitoring the industry. Each 
month, Building Approvals, South Australia (87314) 
provides details of building work approved by local 
vovernment authorities and contracts ict by government 
authorilics. about a month aficr the reference month. 
Also, Dwelling Unit Commencements Reported dy 
Approving Authorities, South Australia (3741.4) ptves 
details of dwefling unit commencements by statistical 
local areas about 2 months after the reference month. 
Finally, the quarterly Building Activity, South Austratia 
(8752.4) presents details of building work, including thal 
commenced or completed during the quarter, under 
construction at end of the quarter, work done during the 
quarter and work yet to be done for residential and 
non-residential building about 3 months following the 
reference quarter. Thus, details of housing 
commencements for the quarter (as reported by builders 
in the Building Activity Survey) are not available until 
approximately 2 months after housing approvals for the 
same three month period and some 4 months after 
housing approvals for the first month of the quarter. 


In the following graph, data for monthly approvals of new 
private sector houses have been ageregated to quarters 
and plotted against actual quarterly commenccments as 
published in Building Activity, No figures are shown for 
the June 1994 quarter as the final figure for the latter 
series is not yet available.

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It can be seen that the quarterly movements in the two 
series are not often in unison. This is consistent with the 
delay in the commencement of a house after approval has 
been granted. However, for new private sector house 
building, use can be made of the historical relationship of 
the average duration between the month of approval and 
month of commencement (as reported by approving 
authorities) to make an early forecast of the number of 
new private sector house commencemenits as reported by 
builders and published in Auilding Activity, South 
Australia (8752.4) 2 months later. 


Methodology 


Computer analysis of 1992-93 data for new private sector 
houses approved and subsequently commenced {as per the 
Dwelling Unit Commencements Reported by Approving 
Authorities publication), revealed that on average, for 
each of the 12 individual months, of the private sector 
houses approved in month 1, a total of 81.7% commenced 
either in month 1 (16.3%), month 2 (37.3%), month 3 


_(19.6%) or month 4 (8.5%) respectively. The remaining 


18.3% either commenced in ensuing months (13.6%) or 
were nol proceeded with (4.7%). To make calculations 
simpler it was assumed that all approvals are commenced 
in months 1 to 4. Thus, by ratioing up the above figures 
to add to 100% instead of 81.7% and rounding. 20% of 
month 1 approvals were assumed to have commenced in 
month 1, 46% in month 2, 24% in month 3 and 10% in 
month 4. 


The following table illustrates how these percentages 
were then used to calculate an estimate of new private 
sector house commencements (derived commenccments) 
for each month from monthly approvals data.

From the table, of the 866 private sccior houses approved 
during June 1994, the methodology estimates that 173 
(20%) would commence in that month, 398 (46%) in 
July, and so cn. Thus, the derived figure for the 
estimated number of private sector houses commenced 
(derived commencements) for June 1994 would be 173 
(20% of 866} approved and conmumenced during June, plus 
the 404 (46% of 879} approved in May but not 
commenced unli! Func, plus the 161 (24% of 671) 
approved in April but not commenced until June. plus the 
77 (10% of 773) approved in March but oot commenced 
until June - a total of $15. By adding the corresponding 
figures for April and May, derived commencements for 
the June 1994 quarter would total 2,269. 


The above calculations assume all building approvals are 
commenced. However, analysis of the Building 
Approvals and Dwelling Unit Commencements Reported 
by Approving Authorities series revealed that for 
1992-93 there was a "leakage" of 4.7% of private sector 
new house approvals that were never commenced. From 
previous similar analyses, this percentage is considered to 
remain fairly constant at around 5%. Afler adjustment 
for the 4.7% leakage. the derived estimate of new private 
sector house commencements for the June quarter 1994 
becomes 2,162. 


This derived estimate was calculated after release of the 
June 1994 monthly Building Approvals, South Australia 
(8731.4) on 29 July - just over 2 months before the actual 
figure as reported by builders becomes available in the 
quarterly Building Activity, South Australia (8752.4), 
expected to be released carly October.

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In graph 2 quarterly derived commencements data 
{adjusted for leakage) for the past 5 years have been 
calculated from monthly approvals data published in 
Building Approvals, South Australia (8731.4), and then 
plotted against the actual quarterly house commencement 
series as published in Building Activity, South Australia 
(8752.4). li should be noted that the actual 
commencements figure for the June 1994 quarter 
included in the graph is a preliminary figure of 2,210 as 
published on 8 September in Buiiding Activity, Australia: 
Dwelling Unit Cammencements, June quarter 1994, 
Preliminary (8750.0), Tt will be interesting to see how 
close the derived estimate is to the final cstimate of actual 
commencements. 


Sources of error 


There are a number of possible sources of error in 
calculating derived estimates using the above 
methodclogy, namely: 


the distribution pattern of the months in which private 
secior houses are commenced following the granting 
of approval may vary from the 1992-93 pattern. In 
fact, it will always be different for any individual 
month but less so from year to year, 


the distribution used was truncated to the third month 
following the month of approval for ease of manual 
calculation; 


» the leakage (approvals that never commence) will vary 
with economic conditions and other factors such as 
administrative procedures although it has been fairly 
constant in past years. It is not yet known what effect 
the introduction of the new Development Act 1993, 
which commenced on 15 January 1994, will have on 
the leakage rate or the distribution pattern; 


* no allowance has been made for the lag in the 
statistics published in Building Activity, South 
Australia (8752.4). This lag occurs because the 
population list from which new building jobs are 
selected for inclusion in the survey encompasses all 
approved building jobs which were notified to the 
ABS up to, but not including, the last month of the 
reference quarter. For cxample, building jobs which 
are notified to the ABS as approved in the month of 
June and which actuaily commence in that month are 
shown as commencements in the September quarter 
Building Activity statistics. 


+ data from the quarterly Building Activity survey are 
subject to both sampling and non-sampling errors. 
Summary 


Ideally, the 2 lines in graph 2 should correspond. In 
practice, the forecast figure (solid line) gave a fairly 


’ accurate indication of not onty the direction of movement 


but also the magnitude of the movement and the level for 
most quarters. The June 1991, March 1992 and 
December 1992 quarters were the main exceptions. For 
these quarters the forecast movement was noticeably 
different to the actual movement, although on each 
occasion the subsequent forecast was much closer in 
terms of both direction of movement and level.
